Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

During  the  spring  and  fall  terms  eight  schools  were  maintained  and 
seven  in  the  winter.  About  180  pupils  attended  these  schools.  Per 
cent  of  attendance  nearly  88.  The  attendance  in  the  Peck  school  in  the 
spring  term  was  100  per  cent. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  the  schools  have  been  successful.  Four 
of  the  schools  have  been  in  charge  of  the  same  teachers  throughout  the 
year. 

Four  of  the  thirteen  teachers  employed  have  had  at  least  seven  years 
of  experience.  These  teachers  have  done  most  excellent  work.  Nearly 
all  the  others  were  teachers  having  had  less  than  a  year's  experience. 
Some  of  these  did  better  work  than  others  but  most  of  them  did  as  well 
as  could  be  expected. 

One  step  in  advance  has  been  a  better  grading  of  the  schools,  doing 
away  with  superfluous  classes,  and  thus  giving  more  time  for  recitation. 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  a  public  oral  examination  was  held  at 
the  Schoolhouse  Hall.  The  pupils  did  much  credit  both  to  themselves 
and  their  teachers. 

It  is  tc  be  regretted  that  so  few  of  the  parents  were  present  at  this  ex- 
amination. The  school  registers  record  the  names  of  only  eleven  parents 
who  have  visited  the  schools.  Parents  should  encourage  teachers  and 
pupils  by  frequent  visits. 

During  the  fall  several  teachers'  meetings  were  held  at  which  some  ot 
the  more  experienced  teachers  conducted  recitations.  These  meetings 
were  especially  beneficial  to  the  younger  teachers.

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Report  of  Library  and  Reading  Room. 


..^his  has  been  a  good  year  with  the  library.  Eighty-two  new  books 
have  'been  added,  making  a  choice  library  of  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  volumes.  We  take  much  pride  in  the  quality  of  the  books  ;  an  able 
judge  says  they  are  a  good  healthy  set  of  books  and  any  community  will 
be  benefitted  by  reading  them. 

Often  the  reading  of  a  tew  standard  books  changes  the  whole  after 
life  of  a  young  person  and  gives  the  world  some  of  its  most  emminent 
men  and  women. 

Boys  and  girls,  don't  be  afraid  of  a  book  just  because  it  requires  a 
little  effort  to  intelligently  read  it.  Some  of  the  very  best  books  in  the 
library  are  either  classic,  historic  or  scientific.  They  tell  just  what  you 
should  know,  what  intelligent  people  expect  you  to  know  and  what  you 
will  always  be  ashamed  of  if  you  do  not  know.  Select  a  few  such  books 
and  read  them  this  winter.  Become  familiar  with  some  of  the  classic 
writers,  let  kings  and  statesmen  and  scholars  talk  with  you  in  the  best 
words  they  can  choose,  and  of  the  things  nearest  their  hearts.  It  will 
help  you  to  become  larger,  better  boys  and  girls,  and  some  day  you  will 
look  backward  and  thank  Weston  Free  Library  for  the  inspiration  it 
awakened.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-six  pupils  have  been  enrolled  in  the  eight 
schools  that  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Twelve  differ- 
ent teachers  have  been  employed  to  teach  twenty-four  terms.  Four  of 
tht.se  have  taught  at  least  a  year  in  the  same  school,  four  have  taught 
two  terms  each  and  four  one  each. 

The  schools  have  been  better  graded  this  year  and  the  larger  schools 
have  done  excellent  work  and  the  small  ones  have  done  as  good  work  as 
could  be  expected. 

It  is  very  evident  to  me  that  the  small  schools  should  be  discontinu- 
ed and  the  pupils  sent  to  the  larger  schools.  It  is  impossible  to  get  the 
best  results  from  a  school  of  from  five  to  ten  pupils.  Even  though  these 
pupils  may  receive  as  good  instruction  as  those  in  the  larger  schools,  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  that  we  see  in  the  larger  schools  is  entirely  lack- 
ing.   Competition  is  as  necessary  in  school  as  in  business. 

If  the  people  of  the  remote  districts  could  visit  the  schools  and  see 
for  themselves  the  difference  between  the  keenness  and  alertness  of  the 
pupils  in  the  large  classes  and  the  aimless  indifference  of  those  in  the 
small  classes,  I  am  sure  they  would  willingly  have  their  children  go  a 
mile  or  two  farther  to  school  for  the  sake  of  the  greater  advantages  they 
would  receive. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  more  than  twice  as  many  visits  by  the  par- 
ents this  year  than  last,  yet  the  majority  do  not  visit  the  schools  at  all. 
Let  me  again  urge  this  duty  upon  the  parents.  They  should  see  for 
themselves  the  character  of  the  work  being  done  instead  of  depending 
entirely  upon  what  the  pupils  may  say  about  it.
